Whether the Emperor’s Condu& be with 
the Prince’s of /taly, as it is with the Auni- 
gaian Proveftants, of which we have room 
enough to make fad Remarks, 1 will not take 
upon me to determine here—But why the 
Emperor, while the Pofture of his Affairs 
carries fo fad a Countenarice ia otherPlaces, 
fhould revive old Claims, make Encroache 
ments upon Neighbours, and raife more 
Enemies upon him, at fuch a Time as this, 
feerhs to me the moft inexplicable Riddle 
in Politicks, that has been heard of in this 
Age——Let us then but a little examine 
the State of the Affairs of the Empire, and 
in what Condition they feem to be at this 
Time, I mean, as to the Matters of phe 
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and how they fland ‘trith Refpeét to his 
Neighbours, whether Evemies or Aljics. 
On the Side of Hungary, he has not been 


able to quell an Infurreétion, which, had- 


Prince Ragotski been a Warlike, €nter- 
prizing Prince, might, his other Embarraf- 
ments cenfider’d, have long fince diftref.'d 
him, and indeed have driven his Imperial 
Majelly ‘to fhut the Gates of his Capital. 
City; In War he has not had Power, in 
Peace, not Policy, tofubdue them ; he has
